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Students  rally  behind  troops

Over  200  students  and  veterans 
rallied  on  the  Quad  Wednesday  in 
support  of  troops  stationed  in  the 
Persian  Gulf. 

"1.2.3.4. .  .We  support  Desert 
Storm.  5.6.7.8. .  United  States  free 
Kuwait."  was  the  chant  heard 
from  participants  in  the  College 
Republicans  —  Public  Relations 
Student  Society  of  America- 
sponsored  rally. 

While  those  involved  in  the  anti- 
war coalition  stood  quietly  on  the 
side.  CR  chairman  Matthew 
Shimkus  led  the  group  in  calls  for 
support  of  both  the  U.S.  troops  and 
President  Bush's  gulf  policies. 

After  a  few  more  chants  of 
•U.S.A.."  Shimkus  asked  for  a  few 
moments  of  silence  from  the 
group  out   of  respect   for  U.S. 


i  *oops. 

Members  of  the  PRSSA  explain- 
ed why  they  tied  yellow  ribbons 
around  the  trees  and  on  people's 
arms.  One  member  said  PRSSA 
wanted  the  troops  to  know  they 
are  being  supported. 

"They're  very  happy  to  see  what 
we're  doing."  she  added. 

ISU  student  Steve  Allen  served 
in  the  United  States  Marine  Corps 
for  four  years  and  supports  the 
troops  in  the  Gulf  now. 

"It's  essential  we  support  Presi- 
dent Bush  and  support  Operation 
Desert  Storm."  he  said. 

"I  think  it's  great.  .  .it's  about 
time  we  did  something."  said 
freshman  Nicole  McNichol. 

Sophomore  James  Marshall 
added.  "It  would  be  hard  to  fight 
tor  your  country  when  your  coun- 
try isn't  behind  you.  Its  time  to  be 
hoard." 


Shimkus  urged  this  is  not  a 
racial  war.  He  said  this  is  not 
about  being  black  or  white. 

"This  war  is  about  right  and 
wrong.  It's  up  to  us  to  show  that 
86  percent  support  Operation 
Desert  Storm,"  Shimkus  said. 

"Apathy  is  not  going  to  win  the 
war  for  America."  he  added. 

Anti-war  protesters  started  to 
make  statements  and  the  rally 
became  heated.  One  man  stepped 
into  the  large  circle  that  had  been 
formed  by  the  supporters  but  his 
voice  was  drowned  out  by  those 
who  did  not  agree  with  what  he 
was  saying. 

"The  war  has  started. .  .We 
need  to  keep  the  troops  in  our 
minds  and  our  prayers."  Shimkus 
said
